John L, Garvin, editor of the Lon- 
don Observer, believes that the Ger- 
man war caste will struggle for the 
better part of a a at least, and 
will try to compel the Kaiser's peo- 
ple to fight to the last gasp before 
yielding to indisputable terms, That 
S$ a policy more easy for the baffiled| 
caste to threaten now than for the 
deluded nation to execute in the cir-/ 
cumstances of next spring and sum-! 
mer. 

Ultimately there will be an exten- 
sive German retreat in the east, but 
not before the occupied Slav areas 
have served a useful purpose, | 
harvests will be gathered in. With 
little regard to the local inhabitants 
or to natural rights of any kind, 
grain and stock will be swept into 


Germany so as to provision that em- | 


pire to stand siege for another six or 
nine months. German boys will be 
called upon. 

In this way, with the weapon fac- 
tories in full blast, the enemy rightly 
expects to keep a huge force afoot in 
spite of all, and to effect prodigies in 
the way of turning out cquipment 
during the winter. 

General Joffre has explained to an 
American intefviewer that France at 
this moment has in the field, equip- 
ped, armies of numbers larger than 
ever and will of course have an ar- 
tillery more than proportionately 
greater, When it is remembered 
that this magnificent force of the re- 
public will be concentrated and ap- 
plied on a shorter line, the reader 
will agree that the Germans imagin- 
ed a vain thing when they contem- 
plated the elimination of France. 

Moreover, the British and the 
French mean to break the Germans 
if they have to mass batteries almost 
wheel to wheel from the North Sea 
to Alsace. The Italians, as guns come 
to hand, will be twice as redoubtable 
as they have been yet. Russia in six 
months will face the Germans with 
at least an equality of heavy batter- 
ing power added to her other as-, 
sets. 

This is why Mr. Garvin says the 
Allies’ general offensive is but a pre- 
lude at present, by comparison with 
the all-round pressure that will be 
exerted with increasing intensity 
from now to next summer, if need 
be. The Allies can wear down any 
possible ‘German counter-attack and 
resume. They mean _ to crush _ in- 
ward on converging lines, and they 
are determined to effect a thorough 
settlement on German soil. 

Germany, by infinite provocation 
and arrogance, has _ herself, created 
what otherwise could by no possi- 
bility have existed—the greatest of 
all recorded alliances with a combin- 
ed military power which is colossal, 
and up to a certain point will be re- 
morseless.

The 
Gaelic spoken in the Highlands _ of 
Scotland is a Celtic language. The 
foundation of the English language 
was the language brought to the 
island by the Engle or Angli, and 
other tribes, who came from the Jut- 
land coast and adjacent districts. |

The majority of 
the papers, however, have refused to ac- 
cept such advertising and in consequence 
are losing hundreds of dollars a year for 
principle’s sake: The business men of 
the province are reiplhg the benefits of 
prohibition in increased business, but 
too pflen the hewspaper man, who did 
as inneh as anyoneto Kring abot pro- 
hibition, who lost Jumdreds of, dollars’ 

worth of advertising during the cam- 
| paign, and avho is again turning down 
!tempting offers. from the — mail-order 

| liquor firms, is entirely ignored so far as 
advertising is concerned, by the local 
merchant, 

“We have an idea, which wé fre al- 
most too modest to mention, that those 
who chiim to believe in the principle of 
**Render to Caesar his due,’’ should al- 
low the newpapers to share in the pros- 
perity that has cotne largely through 
their efforts. 

“It was reported that the Calatry Al- 
, bertan Jast year more than made up for 


ne Joss of liquor advertising by the loy- 


alty of the temperance people to thatya- 
per. The papersin the smaller towns 
have not fared so well, but are hundreds 
of dollars out of pocket as the result of 
their loyalty to principle.”’ 

The above is from the peh of Rey. R. 
K. Peck, editor of the Staveley Advertis- 
er, and represents a condition, found in 
this province generally. During the pro- 
hibition campaign we approached local 
merchants, urging them to give us in 
creased advertising support, so as to gen- 
able us to take the right stand in the 
cunpaign. They refused toanswer ourap- 
peal, so we took an independent or neu- 
tral stand and required that each party 
pay for space occupied. During the 
whole campaign we never expressed our- 
selvemeéditoridlly as in favor of or Oppos, 
to the new legistition; but had the mer- 
chants come forward with the support 
necessary we certainly would have en- 
dorsed prohibition. 

The same may be said in regard to the 
local versus foreign advertising. If the 
local merchant would support the local 
paper as he should, the acceptance of 
foreign advertising would not be neces- 
sury. A month or so age we announced 
that unless the Jocal merchants would 
come through with greater advertising 
support we would be obliged to accept 
the foreign advertising contract, but at 
a higher rate than was required from the 
local merchant. For years we have giy- 
en space to defend the local merchant 
against the imail-order house, but the 
local merchants have never attempted to 
appreciate our efforts and we are obliged 
to accept support from elsewhere,

Hesor hh. G, Schafer, of the 
Washington Experiment Station, at 
Pullman, gives the following direc- 
tions for the preparation of seed and 
sheaf exhibits, 

Seed grain, wheat, oats and bar- 
ley. Grain prepared for exhibit should 
be true to variety name . It should 
be harvested when it is mature but 
not over ripe. It should be threshed 
as early as possible after harvest. 
Rain and other conditions of weather 


may cause discoloration. Usually 
grain should be recleaned in order 
that all chaff and foreign matter 


may be removed, It should also be 
raded to remove very large and un- 
ersized kernals. Unless the rules of 
the fair specify otherwise, the sam- 
ples should consist of one peck. 


Sheaf grain, wheat, oats and barley 
should be harvested for sheaf ex- 
hibits as soon as the crop is ma- 


ture and before it is thoroughly dry. 
Better exhibits will result if the 
grain is pulled and suspended by 
the roots until dry. At the time of 
preparin, the exhibits the roots 
should Le cut off and only those 
stalks which have full length of straw 
and well developed heads should be 
used. The grain should be bound in 
sheaves about four inches in diameter 
and tied in two places. <A _ tape 
should be used in tying the sheaves 
as it is less likely to injure or break 
the straw than string. Black or white 
tape is to be preferred and fancy rib- 
bon should never be used in tying the 
sheaves. If the leaves are removed 
from the stems the exhibit will have 
a neater appearance,

Salt For Live Stock 


Feeding Too Freely Is Injurious to 
Animals 

Samples of salt are occasionally 
sent to experimental stations by far- 
mers for analysis, with the statement 
that animals, usually cattle or sheep, 
were poisoned after eating it in con- 
siderable quantities. In no case has 
any foreign substance that would 
account for the poisoning been 
found, 

Since salt is necessary to life and 
‘ig in universal use, it is‘ difficult to 
realize that in large amounts it 
is poisonous.
